Columbus. Sept. 
20.—According to 


the law, a sheriff is supposed to white- 
wash the count}- jail at least three 
times a year, but no provision Is made 
for the expense In connection with the 
work.

— Circuit 
Judge Michael Donnelly of Napoleon, 
who baa been tried three times In the 
common pleas courts of Henry and 
Lucas counties and once barely es- 
caped conviction for embezzlement 
iy a rote of 10 to 2 in the jury, will 
be a free man Before the end of the 
week. 


A nolle will be entered in Us cue 
n the Henry county court, according 
:o announcement made last evening 
by Attorney General Hogan. 


Attorney General Hogan helped to 
prosecute Judge Donnelly and almost 
sained nis conviction a year and a 
half ago. 
Afterward the 
attorney 
general attempted to get the general 
assembly to investigate the charges 
against the Judge under the section 
»f the constitution which allows the 
egislature to remove judges. His 
riends are said to hare blocked the 
attempt by postponing the .resolution 
ttl the last day of the term. 
, 
The indictment was returned 
In 
he Henry county courts more than 
two years ago, but the case was 
ransferred .to ^he common pleas 
court of Defiance county after the 
trst trial at the instance of Judge 
Jonnelly, who insisted that it was 
mpossible to secure a fair trial la 
Napoleon. The charge waa an em- 
bezzlement biLf 39,000 of the ftrid* 
of the now defunct German-Ant erfcan 
nsurance Company. Judge Donnet- 
y was Its president. 


The indictments in the Lucas 
ounty courts were similar in nature 
o the Henry county cases but si- 
eged embezzlement of interest In- 
tead of principal. The cases all end 
with the nolle to be entered this 
week. Judge Donnelly was acquitted 
n Lucas county. 


The dismissal was asked for 
1»y 
•rosecuting Attorney Mulcahy of 
lenry county. He~sald~the case must 
e tried at the September term he- 
cause Judge Donnelly was insistent 
n trial, and there was extreme Jm- 
>robability of securing » conviction 
'he directors of the Citizens State 
Bank of Napoleon, whose directorate 
was almost identical with that, of the 
nsurance company, and which went 
own with the tetter's failure, had 
greed to pay claims against

Charles had two remarkable traits 
that eared him much bother: 
He 


never carried' a. grudge and he never 
felt gratitude. 


He knew w«U enough that this par- 


ticular doggerel was the work of the J 
graceless earl of Rochester, the man 
who in another 
poem alluded to 


Charles as "A merry monarch, scan- 
dalous and poor." Yet he did not 
trouble himself to punish or even to" 
snub the earL Xor trould he have 
rewarded Rochester for Baring the 
whole royal family from death. That 
was the aort of man. the "Merry Mon- 
arch" was. 


When. Charles IL was a mere boy 


his father, Charles L, had been over- 
thrown and beheaded by England's 
"Parliamentary Parry." 
The young 


fellow had not stayed in England to 
fight to the death in his father's cause. 
[nstead he had slipped over to Hol- 
land, where he was living in jolly 
security. But on hearing of the king's 
execution he promptly proclaimed 
Mmself "King Charles n." The proc- 
lamation did him little good. For the 
parliamentary party 
(with 
Oliver 


Cromwell at Its head) had for the. 
time made England an impossible 
place for kings. 


Still, the Scotch, ever restless (and 


probably forgetting they had betrayed 
and sold his fugitive father to the 
English), offered to make Charles 
iheir king If he would give them cer- 
tain 
promises!'? 
These 
promises 


seemed to" him" disgraceful. 
Yet a 


promise was one_ thing that Charles 
was alwar^willlfc to give, knowing 
lie could readily break his word later. 
He went to Scotland and in 1651 was 
crowned. Then^he invaded England. 
3romwell quickly routed him out of 
}Oth England and Scotland and sent 
him scuttling to France for safety. 


But when Cromwell died, England 


grew tired of Puritanism and the 
parliament's rule and the people 
gladly welcomed Charles home 
as 
ieir king. It was the beginning of 
modern. England, and of a reign whose 
profligacy and scandals set the whole 
world agog. Charles embarked at 
once on a life of pleasure. He turned 
a deaf ear to the pleas of those who 
iad beggared themselves in behalf of 


s father and himself. He said be 


iad no money to spend on such peo- 
ple. But he squandered fortunes at 
the gambling table and In heaping 
wealth and rank upon such women 
as he chanced to fancy. 


He neglected and ill-treated his 


lOmely little wife, broke state pledges 
at will, lavished money on low favor- 
tes and mismanaged the nation. 
Rochester in calling him "a merry 
monarch, scandalous and poor," had 
bat spoken the truth. He was merry 


it the country's expense. His life 


was one long scandal. H« was for- 
ever poor, because he was a snend- 
thrlft. 


Charles's chief advisers were five 


noblemen (Clifford, Ashley, Bucking- 
ham, Arlington and Lauderdale), who 
aided him to defy parliament and 
cheat the people. The first letters of 
these men's names in order spelled 
"Cabal," and the oddly coined word 
has ever since been used to describe 
any conspiracy against the state. To 
get money for his 
own purposes 


Charles sold two English towns to 
France. He also accepted a large 
yearly sum of aioaey from the French 
king (Louis XIV.) to act in that mon- 
arch's interests. AH this did not add 
to his popularity with his own people, 
who hated France. 


In 1663 war broke out 
between 


England and Holland. A Datch fleet 
invaded England, sailed up the Med- 
way river as far as Chatham, destroy- 
ing everything ia Its path. London in 
1665 was swept by the plagoe and In 
1666 by fire. Plots, religious disturb- 
ances, Rational discontent—all sorts 
of misfortunes plied up. Through it 
ail the Merry Monarch pursned his 
calm, blackguardly way; seriously 
disturbed by nothing; enriching vice 
and allowing virtue to starve; his life 
and his court tte scandal of tha civ- i 
Ilized world. He would probably have j 
been assassinated were It not that 
his brother Jarres—duke of York, the 
most unpopular man 
In England— 


would have succeeded him as king. 
For Charles and th* queen had no 
children. 


In February, 1685, Charles IT. died. 


To the last he was the Merry Mon- 
arch, whimsically begging his cour- 
tiers' pardon "for being such a long

Jack and Evelyn ate it with relish and 


then asked daddy if he kaeir where bluensh were caught and could 
tell a story about them. 


"In the ocean. There are a great many of them to be found along 


i the Atlantic coast, where they are first seen in the spring, when the mackerel 
:and bluefish are plentiful. 
; 
"The bluefish is a greedy, cruel fellow and feeds, on other fishes. He is 


especially fond of mackerel and weakfish, and that is why he follows them. 
He chases them about, and whenever he can lay his teeth on a young fish 
down his throat it goes. 


"The mackerel are very much afraid of their enemy, the bluefish. and will 


'spring out of the water or even dash on shore to escape being caught. It 
:doesn't do much good if the bluensh has set his heart on eating them, for he 
iWill follow right after and get them in the end no matter how fast or how 
• far they swim. 
| 
"Though he is so cruel, yet the bluefish does some good. He is fond of 


the young of the ugly squid and catches and eats them whenever he gets a 
, chance- He even attacks the squid himself, and then sometimes there is a 
'battle before the matter is settled- The small squids, of course, are the ones

-;leg or two. for be can grow others ha their place without any trouble that is 
: worth mentioning.

"But his very greediness and cruelty at last get the bluensh into trouble. 


jThe fishermen know his tricks, and some day as the bluefish dashes along j 
'through the water he will see a squid or a curious looking fish hansins from 
,a line- Rushing for the bait, he is firmly caught by the cruel hook, and in a 
few minutes the fisherman draws him into the boat. Whea enough blueSsh 
have been caught the boatman makes for home, where his wife or the cook 
(prepares the fish for the table, or he may send them to market where thev are 
sold. 
; 
"As he is so cruel himself no one feels very sorry for the blnefish, either."

MOB WRECKS 


CARS; NUMBER 


PEOPLE HURT 


Superior, Wis., Sept. 20. — The 


principal street car line in Superior 
•was attacked by a mob composed of 
5000 strikers and sympathizers late 
yesterday afternoon. 


They wrecked six cars and attack- 


ed the crews and guards. Stones and 
sticks were hurled through the win- 
dows. 


The cars were filled with men, 


"women and children, and but a few 
of them escaped injury, many being 
in a serious condition. 


A riot call was sounded and al- 


most every officer in the city was 
•rushed to the scene. After fighting 
for half an hour they succeeded in 
driving the mob from the cars. Am- 
bulances were summoned and all of 
the injured were rushed to hospitals. 


The attack was made in the heart 


of the city, and was witnessed 
by 


Thousands of persons. 
Many 
tried 


*o aid the passengers and members 
of the crew, but were beaten back 
'by the strikers. 


The cries of women and children, 


"cut by flying glass and struck by 
•clubs and stones- could be heard for 
squares. One girl about nine years 
old, was "scalped" and will probable 


:the time for the attack and the bus-

place and started their bloody work. 


The strikers, however, say the 


trouble was arranged by the Superior 
Trades and Labor Assembly as a tes- 
timonial of sympathy for the 
car 
men. . 


Several cars-manned by nonunion 


men 
which attempted 
to 
pass 


through the procession were held up 
and put out of service. 


Two policemen on each car were 


unable to stop the attack, and es- 
cape was invariably balked by the 
trolley pole being thrown off 
the 
wire by the mob. 


Another car was attacked-at 
a 


principal street by a mob of several 
thousand persons and windows were 
smashed. 
Several 
passengers, 
as 


well as the inotorman and conductor, 
were cut and bruised. The motor- 
man stood his ground and tried to 
back his car away from the 
scene. 


He was succeeding until the trolley 
was pulled off. 


The attack was oeing renewed 


when a squad of policemen with 
drawn revolvers reached 
the car 


crew. The strikers then took posses 
sion of the car and ran it to 
the 
barn. 


The strike situation appeals to be 


so serious that a call for the state 
militia may be made today. 


Many of the strikers and their 


friends were injured by officers. 


The strikers, it I? said, had lieid a 


conference and decided to "get'" the 
men who were working In their 
places.

would rather be at borne and perhaps 
rather be speaking in the campaign 
are to be here in Washington examining 
witnesses who may tell about contribu- 
tions and expenditures.
